New regulations just received from 
National Selective Service Headquar- 
ters in Washington now prohibit local 
selective service boards from furnish- 
ing news ser\'ices, newspapers and 
radio stations with the names of regis- 
tranU about to be inducted.

"Information concerning the names 
or the total number of men forwarded 
to the induction station on any call 
or during any period of lime shaU 
not be examined by or disclosed or 
furnished to anyone except when re- 
quired in the administration of the 
Selective Service system and then 
only in compliance with these regula- 
tions." 

National Headquarters informs us 
that this change in regulations was 
npccssary because of the large num- 
ber or complaints about extreme em- 
barrassment to men rejected at the 
induction station after their names

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Fallacy Exploded 

It lias been a coniinon practice when more taxes 
were needed by the Federal government to show that 
British government income taxes are liighcr than our 
Federal income taxes. 

Congressman Ccllor of New York, now shows that 
is but a half truth, lie says: "The British government 
collected DO per cent of liie total tax collections of that 
country in the fiscal year 194142; whereas in the United 
States, the Federal government In 1D41-42 collected 
only 61 per cent of the total taxes. 

"In otlior respects— notably the absence of heavy 
local taxation, in the exemption of capital gains, and 
in the treatment of corporate dividends, life Insurance 
premiums and pension contributions— the British tax 
system is less severe than ours. 

"In a preliminary report prepared by tlio Legisla- 
tive Ilefcrence Service of the Library of Congress, taxes 
reduced to a per capita basis were given as $191 — Fed- 
eral alone in the United States— and S187 in Britaii» . , . 
Jf State, local and other taxes were added to tiie SlOl 
cstimnte»-Federal — the total per capita burden in this 
country would be approximately S260. This estimate 
does not include increased taxes under the 1942 meas- 
ure. 

"Before we can pass fair and just tax laws. like for 
example a pay-as-you-go plan, we must first dispel tiie 
idea lliat Englishmen, comparaliveiy. already pay 
more than we.

Many of the safety requirements of the modern fire 
ordinance applicable to places of public assembly, whifli 
was drawn up by the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers subsequent lo the Boston night club fire tragedy, 
could be carried out easily and promptly. Many fire 
deaths occur in such places because proprietors are un- 
aware of the deadly danger of hazards created by tem- 
porary decorations, overcrowding, tlioughlless changes 
in sealing arrangements, inadequately marked exits and 
other dangers contingent upon confusion and crowds. 
The ordinance represents a scientific approach to tliese 
problems. 11 is written in language that the layman 
can understand. Many fires could be prevented by 
giving a copy of it to every person whose business in- 
volves large gatherings of people. 

For example, it states that: "The aggregate clear 
width of doorways serving as required exits shall not 
be less than at the rate of 22 inches for every 100 per- 
sons to be accommodated. No exit doorway shall have 
a clear width of less than ^4 inches, corresponding to 
a nominal 3tj-inch door, except tliat existing exit door- 
ways having a clear width of at least 24 inches may he 
accepted." Much more information i.s given on tiic 
subjects of exits, including type of doors, marking aiui 
lighting, and stairways.

Lieut, Kelly, second-in-command, to 
whom Bulkclcy dclcRated the task of 
telling most of the story, dcscrlbci hli 
preparations for .war. Ilenring about 
secret operations orders, he went to Ihe 
Officers* Club In Manlln on the eve of 
Pearl Harbor and had a thick steak with 
all the trimmings. After receiving his 
orders from Bulkcley the next afternoon. 
ht took three of the boats to Mnrivclcs. 
on Bataan, where they were to report to 
Ihe submarine tender for provisions and 
fuel. When Ihey got there they found the 
lender had been ordered awoy. So they 
Ht up makcshllt hcadquarleri In native 
buts at Slilman Cove. 

CHAPTER II— Lieut Kelly continues:

CHAPTER V 
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"Twelve hours before the Jnp? en- 
tered the town"! was sent back into 
Manila to pick up the remnant?. I 
had just eighty gallons of gas to go 
those thirty miles— finally got back 
with ten. A curious thing happened 
during those closing hours; nobody 
had _given orders to blow up the oil 
reserves. Maybe some of Ihcm be- 
longed to private companies; it 
would go against a business man's 
grain to blow up aood oil. Finally a 
little junior-grade naval lieutenant 
noticed it. He liad no authority, but 
he gave orders he had no right to 
give, and presently the oil was blaz- 
\. ing. I hear he got a Navy Cross for 
doing it. 

"There had been quite a few pro- 
Jap Filipinos— not a lot in terms of 
percentage, but more than you might 
guess, they hated the Americans be- 
cause they felt inferior to us, and 
they weren't quite sure we'd really 
give them independence in four 
more years. But they weren't or- 
ganized, and tliey'd rurt- around in 
the most childish way doing silly 
things— such as fiashing mirrors 
" from the rooftops, when the Japs 
knew perfectly well where the town 
was. The Filipino police caught and 
.shot quite a few of them." 
, "I was in Manila about that time," 
said Cox. *'A big air attack was go- 
ing on, althougli it had already been 
declared an open city. For that 
reason I had gone in with the guns 
on my boat with their canvas covers 
on— for welfare reasons. Yet, open 
city or not. the big air raid was on 
—streets deserted except for a few 
people running nowhere in particu- 
lar like crazy, planes crisscrossing 
the sky above. Tlie big church, 
about a mile from shore, was just 
beginning to burn. In the harbor, 
boats wore burning and sinking on 
all sides— five and len-lliousand ten- 
ners. But not a single shot was 
fired at the planes— which came 
down as low as five hundred feet. 

"I went up on into the city, and 
everywliero people were kind and 
helpful. The Japs were right out- 
side the town, and yet' the store- 
keepers would give me anything wo 
Americans needed without either 
money or a voucher— just sign a 
pdper. that was all. Tlicy trusted 
. us." 

"I took my boat into the harbor 
just as the Japs wore entering the 
city," said Bulkeley. "It was night, 
and wc could see the town burning 
—a huge death-pall of smoke hang- 
ing above and oil six inches deep 
over the water. It looked like doom 
hanging over a great city, and it 
was. Made you feel bad. We stayed 
out there from nine o'clock at night 
until about three In the morning. 
Didn't dare go ashore, and anyway 
our job was to destroy harbor ship- 
ping—so what was left of it wouldn't 
fall into Jap hands. Tlie little boats 
we'd just knock in the bottom with 
on ox. The big ones we'd climb 
aboard and set a demolition charge 
to. Between times we'd turn and 
look at the doomed city in the light 
of its own fires. The streets were 
deserted, and it was very quiet. 
•Now and then, way off down a 
itrcet, we'd see a column of Jap 
Infantry or some cycUals go by. 
Thtre wu itiU tome firing from Ihe 
dftrMlion of.Nicholg'Kiild. The big 



Amci^lcnri Arrii'y'anU Navy Cfuli waa 
dark and deserted on the water 
front, but presently lights began to 
come on— the Japs wore taking over. 
They made it their headquarters. 
Watching those lights come on made 
you plenty sore." 

"I had to leave all my spare uni- 
forms in my locker . there, damn 
them," said Akers. "I hope none 
of them fit." 

"Watching them take over made 
you feel pretty sick," said Bulkeley. 
"We finished up and started home, 
to get back before dawn, now and 
then looking back at the fires over 
the water. Every time It made us 
sore," 



"It was a tough New Year's Eve 
for me, too," said Kelly, "because 
we knew more or less what was go- 
ing on. Then there was another rea- 
son. Some of the army offlcers 
were throwing a little New .Year's 
party with the nurses that night, and 
since this medical ofUcer Peggy had 
been going with was just back from 
Bataan, of course I know where 
she'd be, 

"Along in ti)C evening after sun- 
set I walked out to the mouth of the 
tunnel and sat down, to watch the 
twilight of the old year die away. 
It had been a tough year, but the 
one ahead looked worse. And here 
was I, useless for the war, in an 
army hospital. From away off I 
could hear them ploying tlie portable 
at the ofTlcers' parly, and I remem- 
bered how cute Peggy had looked in 
her civilian dress when she danced, 
and that didn't help any. Pretty 
soon one of the other nurses I knew, 
Charlotte, came out and sat down 
near me. She wasn't at the party 
because she had to go on duty soon, 
but that didn't matter, because her 
boy friend had just been wounded 
three days before, and she was wor- 
ried sick about him. She told me, 
and began to cry while slie was tell- 
ing it, that they were planning to 
load him on a hospital ship which 
was due to sail for Australia soon. 
She said she wouldn't mind being 
left behind and being captured by 
the Japanese— it wasn't ihat, it was 
because she was afraid his ship 
would be torpedoed — never get 
through. 

"Just then I noticed someone sit- 
tin*; down on the other side of me— I 
turned and, by George, it was Peg- 
gy. Not in uniform, either. She 
was wearing that cute cool-looking 
cotton-print civilian dross. 
"1 couldn't figure it, 'Didn't you 



Australia . The navy patron>omber« 
had planted caches of gasoline 
among the islands like stepping- 
stones, and the Admiral gave us 
their location. But the first step- 
pingstono was Singapore, and the 
Japs wore working their way down 
the peninsula, clouur and closer to 
it. Could we get there first? Of 
course we wouldn't leave the Philip- 
pines until all of our torpedoes wore 
gone and we l)ad just enough gus 
left to make the final run. But 
then, as you know, Singapore fell 
and also the southern islands- 
Celebes and Zumboanga. The route 
with the cached gas was , closed— 
that plan was out. 

"So then we said, wlio wanted to 
go to Australia anyway? Our job 
was to defend Mnnlla Bay— wasn't 
that our pari in the war plan? Vet 
even then it kept coming up: sup- 
pose liio worst came to the worst 
and Luzon folded up— the whole ar- 
chipelago— even Java— what then? 

"Then Bulkeley here hit on a real 
plan. When our gas was down to 
just what we could carry on our 
decks, instead of waiting around to 
get captured by the Japs, we'd take 
our boats to China to continue the 
war. At first glance you'd say that 
was crazy— th.e Japanese holding 
most of the Chinese coast— but not 
the way thp skipper had It thought 
out. He knew China from the years 
he'd spent out tliere on a gunboat 
while I was there on a destroyer. 

"Tne Japs were closing in on 
Hong Kong— that was fine for us! 
We'd make our dash— shoot our last 
few remaining (Ish at their gathered 
transports just where they least ex-

would thank you for It. There wasn't 
on unoccupied square foot any- 
where. 

"We proved that later on v/hen 
the doctor proscribed walks for me 
—to build back my strength, be- 
cause I'd lost thirty pounds— and 
Peggy was assigned to go along. 
The troops swarmed on that island 
—every pond was crowded with 
I them bathing, and I would always 
have to go ahead to take o look 
over hilltops and be sure Peggy 
wouldn't surprise them. 

"Meanwhile Bulkeley was report- 
ing to tl)e Adinirnl daily and was 
formulating a plan— which he would 
talk over with mc, as I was his 
second oflicer— for what we would 
do when our gas ran out. We had 
damned little left, and the army 
couldn't spare us any, 

"Our first plan was, when wc got 
down to our minimum, to i-ct out to

peeled an attack, ond then head 
north toward the region of Swatow, 
"Of course the Japs held that 
coast too, but Bulkeley had worked 
out an answer, all in the utmost 
secrecy. He'd gotten in louch with 
Colonel Wong, the Chinese military 
observer. Wong -had cabled Chung- 
king to investigate the vicinity. 
Chungking cabled back that it could 
be done. 

"They said the Japs held the Swa- 
tow region thinly— at no point did 
they go more than ten miles inland. 
So, at an agreed time, and at an 
agreed rendezvous on the coast, 
Chungking would send a raiding 
party down to fight its way to the 
beach and meet us. 

"There we would burn our boats— 
now useless with all torpedoes ex- 
pended against Jap targets. The 
Chinese couldn't hold that point long 
—but long enough to hustle lis 
through that ten-mile Jap-held strip 
onto free Chinese soil, Tliere trucks 
would take us to the nearest air- 
field, we would fiy to Chungking, and 
from there a four-motored American 
ferry-command plane would bring 
us back to the Slates. 

"Where was tne11aw7 We couldn't 
see one, unless somehow it k'al<od 
out. Besides myself, only four liv- 
ing people knew. They were De- 
Long of our squadron, Captain Ray, 
chief of slalT, Colonel Wong, and of 
course the skipper hero, who had 
wuxUud out every detail. 

"But before we left we knew there 



would be 'plenty of action aTieamor 
us here, and I told Bulkeley I was 
crazy to get out of this' hospital, 
and asked for his help. If they'd 
let me get back to duty, I'd agree 
to anything— promise to soak my 
hand for so many hours a day— any- 
thing they said, just to get back 
even on a scmiduly status. 

"So we staged it for the next 
morning, when the ward doctor 
would be dressing my hand at about 
the same lime the head surgeon 
made his rounds. We tackled him. 
I made my talk, and he seemed to 
waver. 'Toll this bird you need me,' 
I said to the skipper. 'We really do,' 
said Bulkeley, but just then Peggy 
overheard and queered the whole 
thing. 'Certainly notl' she said. 'You 
can't let him go back to duty with 
his hand wide-open!' That swung 
him back. 'Dutyl' he growled. 'Who 
said anything about duty? Two 
weeks of it and you'd lose your 
whole arm.' 

"I tried to argue— point out that 
if the MTB's went out on a mission, 
I could hold on with one arm as 
well as two, but Peggy had done it, 
and now he wouldn't listen. 

" 'One of these days you're go- 
ing to find an empty bunk,' I said. 
I was gloomy all that next week, 
but Peggy said I was a fool. That 
there were plenty of well, fit men 
to do my job. And Jliat if I hadn't 
been so damned stubborn in the 
first place, and had got that hand 
treated in time, I'd never have come 
to the hospital, and never met her, 
and she would never have been able 
to break up my plan to get out, so 
it was all my faultl 

"She's always had that cute way 
of seeming to storm at you and 
dress you down, so that you ended 
up by grinning and couldn't stay 
mad at anything long. 

"So it went along for another 
week, she leading mo out for walks 
every day to get some of those thir- 
ty pounds back, and then cTie day we 
returned to find that Bulkeley had 
been by looking for me— said he was 
going out on a raid that night, up 
to Subic Bay looking for a Jap 
cruiser, that he'd wailed hoping to 
take me, but finally had to leave, 
"It set me almost crazy. If I 
hadn't been out on that damned 
health tour with a pretty girl, I 
wouldn't have missed the raid! So 
here I was while my gang was up 
there tangling with a cruiser, may- 
be getting killed, because the Japs 
had Subic Bay so thick with guns 
that it was almost suicide to go in. 
"All that night there was ho news. 
I was up at 5:30— 'Any dope from 
the torpedo boats?'— still nothing. 
But at seven Ihoy said, yes. Bulke- 
ley had come liack, managed to 
sink a cruiser and get away, but 
the other boat was missing— proba- 
bly lost." 



efriplocem'enfs otT Bataan— blasting 
them with heavy stuff. The major, 
in charge had been wondering 
how to gel rid of Ihem and had 
phoned Admiral Rockwell, who gave 
us permission to tackle the job. Wo 
knew ihey were based In Subic Boy, 
probably in Port Binnnga. Subic 
is on the west coast of Luzon, just 
north of Bataan. 1 decided to send 
two boats-the 31 boat, which waa 
Lieutenant DoLong's, and the 34 
boat, which was Kelly's, now com^ 
manded by Ensiyn Chandler. I went 
along in it for llie hell of it. 

"We tested everything— tuned tho 
motors, greased torpedoes, and go! 
under way at nine o'clock, drugging 
north along the West coast of Ba< 
taan. It was very rough. We lh^o^ 
tied down to thirty knots, and even 
then we were shipping water, but we 
got off the entrance to Subic Boy 
about half an hour after midnight, 
Here, according to plan, the two 
boats separated. DeLong in the 31 
boat was to sweep one side of Subia 
Bay and I the other. We were i4 
meet at Port Binanga, at the end, 
If something happened and we 
didn't meet there, then we were U 
rendezvous at dawn just outside till 
mine fields of Corregidor.

FAR.M VIAS: 
From Corn belt 

The iniportancs' of a strong home 
front— especially in the food sector- 
was re-einphasized when oflicials of 
12 cornbelt states concluded a series 
of meetings to offset what former 
Presideiil Herbert Hoover calls 
''symptoms of a dangerously degen- 
erating agriculture." 

Governors of eight states and high 
ranking oHicials of four others draft- 
ed a scries of recommendations that, 
among other things, would: 

Recognize farming as an essential 
war industry: release immediately 
all present stock of farm machinery 
now in the hands of leaders or dis- 
tributors and provide sufTicient ma- 
terial for completion of other units 
not now finished; grant selective 
service deferment for "all experi- 
enced labor essential to farm pro- 
ductinn" and "terminate the present 
unsatisfactory system" which sends 
farm machinery whore "it is not 
adapted."

The slory behind Japan's failure 
to ^L-ize Dutch Harbor, ihe navy's 
Alaskan stronghold, is due largely 
lo the "existence" of lv;o imaginary 
salmon packing companies. Tt^e 
facts have just been revealed. 

The two packing Hrms were- r,n 
more than covers for one of i;.e 
Alaska defense command's most re- 
markable jobs— the secret construc- 
tion of two airfields to guard iJuti.h 
Harbor. When the Japs approached 
the naval base last Juno :i (with two 
carriers, three cruisers, eight tk- 
stroyers and four transports— p(M-' 
haps as strong ns the forces v.-htch 
struck at Pearl Harbor) tliey under- 
stood there was no airfield within 
800 miles of Dutch Harbor. 

In the midst of their assault the 
Japs found lliemselves hit from he- 
hind by land based planes and 
bombed and torpedoed by land based 
planes. Their spy work—so success- 
ful at Pearl Harbor— had failed. 

LITTI.F. STF.FL: 
Formula Fades 

,\ source of comfort to almost ev- 
ery labor union oflk-ial is tlie fact 
that tlie Little Steel formula is fast 
disappearing as a factor in wage in- 
creases approved by the War L;ibor 
board. The bulk of wage adjust- 
ments now is based on "ineciUali- 
ties." 

Reason for the disappearance ot 
the much-debated formula is ll;at a 
majority of employees already liave 
received the 15 per cent general in- 
crease permitted by the formula as 
a cost-of-living adjustment. WLB of- 
ficials state that scarcely any im- 
portant branches of industry hove 
not raised wages at least that much 
since January I, 19-11. 

JAI* FORCES: 

Above Australia 

Word from Allied headquarters in 
the South Pacific indicated that 
Japan's invasion forces appeared 
shifting to the ring of islands north 
of Australia. 

This new menace was emphasized 
when 49 enemy planes— 25 bombers 
and 24 fighters— attacked Port Dar- 
win in Australia. It was one of the 
heaviest raids in months, although 
the Japs were driven off with only 
slight damage and casualties.
